FOURTROOPERSINJURED 


Mexican Bandits Leave Thirty- 


one Dead on Field. 


El Paso. Tex., April I.—Four hun­ 
dred American cavalrymen, under the 
command of Colonel George A. Dodd, 
whirling down from the granite slopes 
of the great continental divide, have 
fallen like a thunderbolt on the main 
body of Francisco Villa’s bandits at 
the San 
Geronimo ranch, scattering 
them like chafT in the wind and driv­ 
ing the 
bandit chief, 
wounded and 
crippled, to seek a hiding place In the 
m ountains over which he has ruled for 
so many years. 
Villa was hurried from danger in u 
carriage. 
The nows of the brillfemt exploit of 
the American 
troopers 
was dashed 
over the Mexican wires into Juarez 
and sent a thrill along the border. 
For seventeen hours the veteran Colo 
nel Dodd and his picked riders of the 
Seventh 
and Tenth 
cavalry 
drove 
down the valley of the S anta Varia 
river. 
At the end of the fifty-five-mlle ride 
they burst upon the unsuspecting VII* 
ltstas camp, where f>00 Mexican ban­ 
dits were celebrating the m assacre of 
172 C arranzlstas two days previously 
at Guerrero. 


Villa Has Narrow Escape. 


Villa, shot through the leg and with 
one hip shattered, was hurried from 
the scene, barely in time to escape the 
onslaught of the American soldiers. 
The bandits made a brief but help­ 
less stand before the fierce charge of 
Colonel Dodd and his troopers. Then 
they broke and fled, leaving thirTy-one 
dead on the field, including their com­ 
m ander, Genera! 
Kliseo 
Hernandez. 
Two 
m achine 
guns, 
a 
num ber 
of 
horses, rifles, am munition and equip­ 
m ent fell into the hands of the victors. 
Among the known dead Is Pablo Ix> 
pez, Villa's lieutenant in the Colum­ 
bus raid. 
The American casualties w ere four 
privates wounded. 
The American soldiers did not Un 
per on the field of victory. 
For five 
hours they drove the enem y before 
them Into tile w ilderness of the moun­ 
tain peak desert and canyons, where 
roads or even trails are unknown and 
where a misstep means death to horse 
and rider. 


Chase Bandits Ten Miles. 


They halted only after the c hase 
had led them ten miles from the b at­ 
tlefield and the fugitives w ere scat­ 
tered far and inide in little bands of 
half a dozen men each. 
Villa’s career has ended, his power 
has been broken. 
His death or cap­ 
ture is only a question of days, per­ 
haps only hours. 
Such Is the inevitable conclusion 
reached here as little by little the de­ 
tails of “ Dodd’s ride" seep ac rosa the 
border. 
It seems impossible that the 
crippled, defeated bandit can long re­ 
main hidden, even in the mountain 
ous wastes in which he has sought 
refuge. 
The scene of Colonel Dodd’s victory 
Is a broad valley lying at the head of 
the Rio Canta Maria 
On the west 
rise the barren foothills of the conti­ 
nental divide and to the east is a trail 
made famous by Villa, which leads 
through the Laguna dc Camilla dis 
trict to the ill famed Santa Ysabel.
